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27. The method of claim 21 wherein the location of the recognition site on the polypeptide is 
determined by evaluating the intramolecular stability of the putative phosphate group in the 
polypeptide. 

28. The method of claim 27 wherein the polypeptide is evaluated using a computer generated 
model of the molecule. 

29. The method of claim 21 wherein the polypeptide is phosphorylated using a radio-labeled 
phosphorus isotope. 

30. A stable phosphorylated polypeptide prepared according to the method of claim 21 . 

3 1 . The polypeptide of claim 28 wherein the polypeptide is an antibody, preferably a 
monoclonal antibody. 



32. The polypeptide of claim 28 which is selected form the group consisting of hormones, 
cytokines, lymphokines, and growth factors.
